Robert  Clinton  Lane  was  born  on  October  6,  1888.  He  was  one  of  eight  children  of 
Henry  Jefferson  and  Cynthia  Pearce  Lane.  He  was  reared  on  a  farm  east  of 
Smithfield,  NC. 

R.  C.  or  Rob  as  he  was  called,  married  Ellen  Peedin  on  March  14,  1913.  They  were 
blessed  with  two  daughters,  the  late  Mildred  Lane  and  Margaret  Lane  Pounds, 
and  one  son,  the  late  Clinton  Lane.  He  had  three  grandchildren:  Jerry  Pounds  of 
Raleigh,  NC,  Judy  Pounds  Shearon  of  Raleigh,  and  Deborah  Lane  Davenport  of 
Selma,  NC.  There  are  three  great-grandchildren,  Rusty  and  Meloney  Pounds  of 
Clayton,  NC  ,  Kristie  Davenport  of  Selma,  NC  and  one  great-great-grandchild, 
Catylin  Pounds  of  Clayton,  NC.
